Two (2) Council seats with a term of office of two (2) 
years (March 2023 to March 2025)- Only two (2) candi-
dates filed for these positions. Filling the open seats will 
be Doug Denison and Melissa Wooleyhand. 
 

The incumbents will be sworn into the respective posi-
tions at the March 6, 2023 Council Meeting.
